WAS SUNK BY U-53 


Naval Officers | 


Released U. 5S. bls 
Tell of Torpedoing by Craft 
That Worked Off Our Coast. | 


WASHINGTON, Jan. °7.—-The | 
American destroyer Jacob Jones, 
sunk off the Irish coast by a Ger- 
man submarine, Dec. 6, 1917, Was) 
torpedoed by the U-d3, the vessel 
which visited Newport, R. L., in the 


England coast. This fact was dis- 
closed {in the report of Lieuts. F. 
Mueller and J. H. Fulcher, U. S. N., 
who were captured by the submarine 
U-152, which sank the cargo trans- 
port Ticonderoga, Sept. 30, 1918, and 
released when the German subma- 
rine flotilla was surrendered, Nov. 
24, after they had spent nearly two 
months on the submersible in Amert- 


ean waters and at the German sub- 


marine base at Kiel. 

The report made public last night 
by the Navy Department showed nIlso 
that the German officer command- 
ing the U-53 when the Jones was de- 
stroyed, Capt. von Schrader, was 
aboard the boat when it was at New- 
port. He there saw Lieutenant- 


Commander David Worth Bagley, a 


brother of the wife of Secretary Dan- 
iels, who commanded the Jacob 
Jones. Von Schrader told the cap- 
tured American officers that he had 
recognized Bagley in the dory of 
the sinking destroyer and sent out a 
wireless call for aid before leaving 
the scene. A note appended to the

Has 2-Cent Rate. 

At present the company can charge. 
only 2 cents a passenger inside the 
city limits. If the passenger also rides 
into the county the fare is at the rate 
of seven rides for 25 cents. The com- 
pany asks permission to make all 
fares payable in tickets that will sell 
seven for 29 cents.

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PARIS, Saturday, June 25.— 
The text of President Wilson's 
address to a delegation repre- 
senting the working women of 
France, who called on him to- 
day at the Murat mansion to

| include woman suffrage among 
the points to be settled by the | 
| conference, follows: 
| “Madamoiselle Thomson and 
Ladies—You have not only done 
me a great honor, but-you have 
- touched me very much by this 
unexpected tribute; and may I 
add that you have frightened 
me because, realizing the great 
confidence you place in me, I am 
led to the question of my own 
ability to justify that confidence. 

“You have not placed your 
confidence wrongly in my hopes 
and purposes, but perhaps not 
all of those hopes and purposes 
can be realized in thé great mat- 
ter that you have so much at 
heart—the right of women to 
take their full share in the po- 
litical life of the nations to 
which they belong. That is nec- 
essarily a domestic question for 
the several nations. A confer- 
ence of peace settling the rela- 
tions of nations with each other 
would be regarded as going very 
inuch outside its province if it 
undertook to dictate to the sev- 
eral states what their internal 
policy should be.

“At the same time these con-
